Sitting down, the Buddha ad- 
dressed the bhikkhus: 


"Bhikkhus, mindful, aware, a bhikkhu should 
await his time. This is our instruction to you. 


"And how, bhikkhus, is a bhikkhu mindful? 
Here, bhikkhus, a bhikkhu dwells seeing body in 
body, ardent, aware, mindful, having removed 
covetousness-&-unhappiness in the world. He 
dwells seeing feelings in feelings... He dwells 
seeing mind in mind... He dwells seeing phe- 
nomena in phenomena, ardent, aware, mindful, 
having removed covetousness-&-unhappiness in 
the world. In this way, bhikkhus, a bhikkhu is 
mindful.

"Bhikkhus, just as when two sticks are brought 
together, rubbed together, heat arises, fire is 
born, but when those very sticks are separated, 
laid down, whatever resultant heat there was - 
that ceases, that subsides. In just this way, 
bhikkhus, these three feelings are born of 
pressure, rooted in pressure, founded on 
pressure, supported by pressure. Because of the 
appropriate pressure, the corresponding feelings 
arise. With the cessation of the appropriate 
pressure, the corresponding feelings cease.
